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Overview 

This bill modifies the Minnesota supplemental aid (MSA) program.   

MSA is a state program that provides supplemental cash assistance to aged, blind, 

and disabled persons who are Supplemental Security Income (SSI) recipients, or 

who would qualify for SSI except for excess income.

1  Special needs.  Amends § 256D.44, subd. 5.  Modifies the MSA shelter needy provision by 

increasing the benefit amount and expanding eligibility to include people moving out of 

group residential housing settings.
